W ASHINGTON (A P ) — Rep 
Charle A. Mosher, R-Ohio, says 
he plans to vote against the ad­ 
ministration’s 
antipoverty 
bill 
because “ it's just a fooler, hasti­ 
ly contrived (and) jerry-built." 
The measure goes before the 
House today with a final vote 
expected Thursday or Friday. 
Mosher said in a statement 
that he is “ tempted to be a 
Good Jo e” and vote for the bill 
because it has “ a pretty title 
and a valid popular goal." 
But in practice, he said, the 
measure would “ make a mock­ 
ery of the poor people it is sup­ 
posed to help, and a mockery of 
the well-intentioned people at­ 
tracted to its support by ideal­ 
ism and the recognized need ” 
Mosher said the bill is good to 
the extent that it recognizes the 
educational need and for new 
training in job skills. But its pro­ 
visions for that, he said, are 
trite, superficial and carelessly- 
drawn.

Britain still hot for communist trade, 
has established a $300. million credit 
for the Russian government to build 
chemical plants in Russia ol

verse than usual in such deals by the 
British because of a

During negotiations the Russians arg­ 
ued that in the event of government ac- 
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tion they would be left with an uncom­ 
pleted plant of no value. The British 
stand, however, was that, according to 
the repayment arrangem ents, the Rus­ 
sians would have a complete plant in 
three years and would still take anoth­ 
er 12 to r e p a y the credits. 
Eventually the British and Russian

The Russians said they would pay for 
any part of a plant delivered up to the 
time of an embargo and 
the British 
government would take over the finan­ 
cial responsibility for an undelivered 
plant.

For one 
thing, hernias treated in this manner tend to recur in 
far too many cases. While injection treatment might 
avoid hospitalizauon, and thus Ive cheaper than surgery 
this factor alone would lie unimportant if the hernia is 
not cured.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Republican platform may pump 
new life into a bitter controver­ 
sy that was dying down in Con­ 
gress — whether to amend the 
Constitution to permit prayer 
and 
P>ible 
reading 
in 
public 
schools. 
A total of 146 proposed consti­ 
tutional amendments have been 
offered to offset Supreme Court 
decisions which said that re­ 
quired prayers and Bible read­ 
ing in public schools conflicted 
with the First Amendment, and 
— some contend — implied that 
any 
form 
of prayer or Bible 
reading also would 
be objec­ 
tionable. 
After length}. 
hearings 
this 
spring, however. Rep. Emanuel 
Ceiler, D-N.Y., chairman of the 
House Judiciary Committee, re­ 
ported that fervent support of 
such bills appeared to be slip 
ping 
Ceiler said mail received by 
the committee, and congress­ 
men rn general, had reversed 
and then was running heavily 
against any changes in the First 
Amendment. 
“ There is not the slightest 
doubt now that Congress will 
never 
approve 
this amend­ 
m ent.'’ he said. 
'The people 
have had a chance to learn what 
really is involved here and in 
the light of mature reflection 
and sober judgment they have 
made it clear they do not want 
the First Amendment tampered 
with.” 
Ceiler s comment was chal­ 
lenged by Rep. Frank J. Beck­ 
er, a New York Republican who 
is a sponsor of the proposed 
amendment which has received 
the most serious consideration 
Other 
developments 
seemed 
to bear out Ceiler s opinion until 
the 
Republican platform 
was 
announced July 14 in San F ran­ 
cisco. 
It included support of: 
“A constitutional amendment 
permitting those individuals and 
groups who choose to do so to 
exercise their religion freely in 
public places, provided religious 
exercises are not prepared or 
prescribed by the state or politi­ 
cal subdivision thereof and no 
person's participation therein is 
coerced, 
thus 
preserving 
the 
traditional separation of church 
and state.” 
This falls short of an all-out 
backing for the Becker amend­ 
ment, but it may draw support 
from the same fundamentalist 
religious and conservative polit-, 
ical 
groups that support the 
Becker amendment. 
Becker’s 
amendment 
is 
a 
compromise d r a f t e d from a 
number of other proposals. It 
would add to the First Amend­ 
m ent these words: 
“Nothing in this Constitution 
shall be deemed to prohibit the 
offering, reading from, or lis­ 
tening to prayers or Biblical 
S c r i p t u res, 
if 
participa­ 
tion therein is on a voluntary 
basis, in any governmental or 
public 
school, 
institution 
or 
place.” 
It all began in June 1962, 
when the Supreme Court ruled 
that a state-prescribed prayer 
for use in New York State pub­ 
lic schools was unconstitutional. 
Two months after the deci­ 
sion. 
Justice Tom 
C. 
Clark, 
breaking custom by comment­ 
ing on a specific decision, said 
this decision had been wrongly 
interpreted as broader than it 
actually was, and that this re­ 
sulted in the heaviest volume of 
critical mail in years. 
He stressed that it was limit­ 
ed 
to the 
simple 
question of 
whether a state would wTite a 
prayer and circulate it to state- 
employed teachers with instruc­ 
tions that their pupils recite it in 
unison each morning. 
But a year after the first 
prayer decision, the high court 
in 
ruling 
on 
Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and 
Florida 
cases, 
declared that Bible reading and 
recitation of the Lord’s Prayer. 
as required exercises in public 
schools, 
conflicted 
with 
the 
First Amendment.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
Utilities Commission said today 
it will not order light, power, 
heating and other utility com­ 
panies to reduce rates because 
of the two per cent federal tax 
cut. 
“ The popular notion that the 
federal government intended the 
tax cut be passed on to con­ 
sumers could not be farther 
from the tru th ,'’ the commission 
said in a prepared statement. 
“ The primary intent of Con­ 
gress was to provide funds to 
increase plant and create new 
jobs in the war against unem­ 
ployment.” 
B ut the three commissioners 
said, each utility will be ex­ 
pected to examine its own fi­ 
nancial condition to see what ef­ 
fect the tax savings will have. 
Then, they said, the company 
must come up with a plan af 
using the savings, such as im­ 
provement of facilities, rate re­ 
ductions, retention or something 
else.

judges condemning opponents of 


the regime and of Jew ish survi­ 
vors of death camps. 


The Reichstag, the parliament 
building 
that 
mysteriously 
burned in 1933, giving Hitler the 
excuse to seize total power, is 
now 
being slowly restored for 
possible use by the West Ger­ 
man Parliam ent. 


With 
this 
historic 
backdrop, 
close up against the wall divid­ 
ing the city, the guide told of the 
weakness of German democra­ 
cy between the two world wars 
“ H itler’s 
policy 
was 
war. 


When lie advocated peace and 
self-determination

mean it.” 


He traced the course of Nazi 
conquests, noting that open re­ 
sistance to Hitler emerged only 
after he suffered defeats.

This was part of a new ap­ 
proach to a problem that has 
plagued 
many

Germany’s 
educators and parents since the 
war: how to deal with the Nazi 
past. Some have ducked it. pos­ 
sibly because of their own feel­ 
ings of guilt and shame. Now, in 
the 
West 
Berlin 
Borough 
of 
Wedding, the facts were being 


laid on the line. 
The students’ guide, a 30-year 


old 
municipal 
official, 
told 
them: 


“ The 
Nazis 
regarded Ger 
mans as a master race. In their 
eyes the Jews were of the most

Eich 
mann's office was

As the bus rolled for three 
hours through the city the guide 
repeatedly switched on a tape 
recorder. It played the voices of 
Adolf 
Hitler, 
his 
propaganda 


minister Josef Goebbels, of Nazi 


judges condemning opponents of 


tile regime and of Jewish survi­ 
vors of death camps. 


The Reichstag, the parliament 
building 
that 
mysteriously 
burned in 1933, giving Hitler the 
excuse to seize total power, is 
now being slowly restored for 
possible use by the West Ger­ 
man Parliament. 


With this historic backdrop, 
close up against the wall divid­ 
ing the city, the guide told of the 
weakness of German democra­ 
cy between the two world wars 
“ Hitler’s 
policy 
was 
war. 


When he advocated peace and 
self-determination 
he 
did 
not 
mean it.” 


Ile traced the course of Nazi 
conquests, noting that open re­ 
sistance to Hitler emerged only 
after he suffered defeats. 


Then came the questions: 
“ Why 
were 
so 
few 
people 
against Hitler?” 


One earnest boy remarked re­ 
signedly: 
“ What could people 
do? It was the parallel to the 
situation in East Germany to­ 
day. There is no real resistance 
to the Communists. The people 
are frightened.” 


Auto Death Rate 


Is Up by 13 Pct. 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — The 


automobile accident death rate 


was almost 13 per cent higher 
during the first four months of 
this year than in the same 1963 
months, the Public Health Serv­ 
ice reported today. 


The service said this was the 
only cause for which there was 
a marked nationwide 
increase 
in the death rate for the Janu­ 
ary-April period. 


The national rate for the first 
four months of this year was 
21.2 deaths per 100,000 popula­ 
tion, compared with a rate of 
18.8 a year earlier.
